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The  years  go  by;  birthdays  come  and  soon  are  gone.  One  usually  thinks 
of  a  birthday  as  a  happy  occasion,  but  this  year  the  tenth  birthday  of  F.  D. 
Roosevelt  High  School  is  anything  but  a  joyous  one  for  us  who  are  about  to 
leave  these  well-known  halls.  For  six  years,  ever  since  that  first  exciting 
September  day  in  1944,  we  have  operated  as  a  closely  united  brotherhood  of 
some  hundred  boys  and  girls.  Though  we  have  shared  our  joys  and  sorrows 
throughout  our  stay  at  R.  H.  S.,  we  find  now  that  the  current  of  life  has  become 
too  swift,  too  powerful  for  further  travel  as  a  single  body.  From  this  point  we 
must  go  on  as  individuals. 

We  now  find  that  many  of  the  activities  throughout  our  years  at  Roosevelt 
seem  to  have  left  indelible  imprints  on  the  memories  of  many  of  our  classmates. 
While  in  seventh  grade,  a  great  number  of  our  group  were  represented  on  the 
staff  which  produced  the  Junior  Jottings.  During  that  never-to-be-forgotten  year 
a  play  day  such  as  we  had  never  dreamed  was  possible,  twirlers  who  were 
destined  to  become  the  full-fledged  drum  majorettes  of  our  famed  band, 
musicians  who  even  now  make  up  a  great  part  of  our  school  band  all  led  the 
way  with  exuberant  followers  to  help  in  making  the  class  of  '50  an  integral 
part  of  R.  H.  S.  In  our  first  unit  of  work,  we  studied  floor  plans  of  the  school 
in  which  we  are  now  able  to  find  our  way  blindfolded,  if  necessary.  Our  first 
Moving-Up-Day  was  truly  a  red-letter  event.  Could  we  ever  forget  the  poignancy 
of  this  day?  Even  though  we  were  only  youngsters,  we  realized  the  solemnity 
of  that  occasion  as  we  saw  the  seniors  whom  we  had  worshipped  and  respected 
all  year  move  so  solemnly  onto  the  stage  in  their  caps  and  gowns  for  the  last 
time  in  the  presence  of  the  entire  school. 

Then  as  we  moved  into  our  predecessors'  seats,  those  of  the  eighth  graders, 
we  realized  that  a  whole  new  life  was  opening  for  us.  We  were  no  longer 
strangers,  for  by  now  we  were  an  essential  part  of  R.  H.  S.  Here,  our  class 
picnic  took  the  spotlight  in  the  extra-curricular  life  of  eighth  graders.  In  the 
course  of  this  year,  the  Junior  Jottings  was  combined  with  the  Record,  the  senior 
high  newspaper.  Most  of  our  journalists  remained  loyal  to  the  cause,  and  were 
welcomed  joyfully.  That  same  year,  Roosevelt  was  blessed  with  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  Glee  Club,  still  a  very  successful  active  organization  in  the  school. 
Our  course  in  vocational  guidance  was  introduced  that  year  and  this,  too, 
proved  a  worthy  venture.  A  Career  Day  was  held  in  the  spring  at  which  time 
people  in  many  fields  were  invited  to  speak  to  individual  groups  of  students 
interested  in  certain  careers. 

Thus,  as  Moving-Up-Day  once  again  loomed  near.  Miss  Wood  helped  us 
to  map  out  our  courses  for  high  school.  With  the  realization  that  we  were  at 
last  truly  high  school  students  came  the  actuality  of  work,  real  work.  No  longer 
could  we  have  recess  periods  between  classes,  for  now  we  were  adults  and 
were  expected  to  behave  as  such.  This  year,  we  went  all  out  in  full  force  for 
school  and  class  activities.  Mr.  Trani,  a  history  teacher  who  was  as  new  to 
Roosevelt  as  we  were  to  high  school,  became  our  class  advisor  and  suffered 
with  us  all  our  trials  and  tribulations.  Among  the  many  and  varied  activities

of  this  year  was  the  establishment  of  Debate  Club.  Our  class  sport  dance  was 
the  first  to  present  an  orchestra  and  still  show  a  profit,  thus  setting  a  precedent 
in  R.  H.  S.  history  which  we  have  been  careful  to  uphold  always. 

And  as  we  moved  onward  and  upward,  daily  gaining  momentum  we 
arrived  at  our  sophomore  year,  experienced  (or  so  we  thought)  in  the  ways  of 
high  school.  We  were  eager  to  prove  our  importance  in  the  busy  life  of 
the  school,  for  many  of  our  classmates  were  now  active  in  athletics,  cheer¬ 
leading,  band,  glee  club  and  other  long  established  activities.  Once  again  our 
sport  dance  met  with  great  acclaim,  and  participation  by  the  class  of  '50  in 
the  Harvest  Festival  was  generous. 

Our  Junior  year  was  ushered  in  with  a  bang,  for  now  we  had  to  get  down 
to  work  seriously  if  we  were  to  publish  a  yearbook  and  finance  all  the  other 
senior  activities.  Our  sport  dance,  though  still  a  major  event,  was  now  forced 
into  the  background  and  the  Prom  was  the  most  festive  affair.  The  decorations 
for  this  gala  occasion  were  based  on  a  Vienna  Woods  theme.  The  stationery 
drive  afforded  the  class  the  opportunity  to  prove  its  cooperative  spirit  and  sales¬ 
manship  ability,  which  it  did  most  successfully.  Following  this,  the  basketball 
season  offered  us  an  opportunity  to  sell  candy  at  the  games.  This,  too,  was  a 
prosperous  venture.  Our  play  "The  Angell  Brats”  was  the  first  to  be  presented 
by  a  junior  class  in  a  number  of  years  but  both  the  social  and  financial  returns 
were  overwhelming.  Next  came  the  G.  O.  presidency  campaign  to  be  topped 
off  by  election.  All  our  candidates  were  worthy  ones  and  the  election  was  cer¬ 
tain  to  be  close. 

From  our  junior  year,  we  entered  the  exalted  state  of  being  senior  students 
at  R.  H.  S.  We  were  drawing  closer  and  closer  daily  to  the  end  of  the  line  and 
the  time  for  this  phase  of  our  lives  to  be  terminated.  This  last  year  was  high¬ 
lighted  by  such  activities  as  the  sport  dance,  which  opened  the  social  whirl 
of  R.  H.  S.  for  the  year  1949-50,  the  class  play  "Spring  Green”,  the  football  food 
concession  where  we  sold  hot  dogs  and  soda  to  loyal  rooters,  Christmas  card 
sales  and  magazine  drive — all  of  which  visibly  bettered  our  financial  status. 
These  enterprises  were  followed  by  the  successful  presentation  of  Stephen 
Vincent  Benet's  "A  Child  Is  Born”  as  the  class  of  '50's  offering  at  the  annual 
Christmas  senior  assembly.  And  of  course,  all  this  time  the  Orbit  staff  was 
in  full  swing,  for  it  was  no  mean  task  to  publish  a  yearbook  which  would  bring 
back  memories  of  school  days  many  years  hence.  The  senior  prom,  the  class 
banquet,  Baccalaureate,  and  the  commencement  exercises  surely  are  not  to 
be  ignored,  for  these  are  truly  the  final  goal  of  every  Senior  class.  And  yet, 
now  as  this  goal  looms  closer  and  is  more  and  more  clearly  defined,  we  realize 
that  at  last  that  long-awaited  moment  is  at  hand  and  adulthood  demanding 
self-reliance  and  independence,  looms  up  ahead.  Before  we  go,  may  we  wish 
the  coming  classes,  who  will  one  day  occupy  the  seats  (and  windowsills)  in  210, 
exactly  the  same  kind  of  life  which  we  have  so  enjoyed  in  our  six  years,  here 
at  Roosevelt. 
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The  story  of  the  past  and  present  is  no  mystery.  Here  we  all  are  enjoying 
the  festivities  of  the  birthday  party  with  never  a  care  in  mind.  But  what  of  the 
future?  Let  each  class  member  open  his  party  favor,  find  the  hidden  fortune 
and  look  into  his  own  future.  Take  heart,  friend  as  you  look  ahead  to  1960 
and  see  yourself  as  others  see  you.
